The  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1969. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  with  27  cases  (36/£),  cancer  11  cases  (15/3)  and  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  11  cases  (15%).  These  three  groups 
accounted  for  66%>  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  72.  Of  these 
26  (  36/o)  were  aged  73  and  over;  50  (69^)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  63 
(Q7%>)  aged  55  and  over. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  inaugurated  in  1962,  served  a 
total  of  1,528  meals  during  the  year.  This  was  a  decrease  of  455 

meals  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Messrs. 
Bernard  Wardle  Ltd.,  who  prepare  the  meals  at  their  Whitehough  works  at 
a  cost  of  2s  6d  per  meal. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Housing  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support 
during  the  year.

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Comparability  Factors 


Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability 
factor"  for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a  whole.  The  reason 
for  this  is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  loca]  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  wales  as  a  whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
to  take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report  for  your  consider¬ 
ation. 

This  year  I  have  divided  the  Report  into  subjects  which  are  set  out  in 
alphabetical  order, 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Annual  licences  were  issued  to  three  premises.  Each  received  two 
detailed  inspections  at  random  during  the  year.  The  conditions  of  the 
licence  and  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  found  to  be  fully  complied  with 
in  each  case. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


Measurement. 


The  Volumetric  Apparatus  installed  at  Furness  Vale  school  continued  to 
record  the  ’’smoke”  and  sulphur  dioxide  present  in  the  atmosphere.  With  the 
exception  of  a  period  when  the  pump  was  being  serviced  daily  records  were  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Technology  to  assist  in  the  National  Survey  of  Smoke  and 
Sulphur  Dioxide, 

A  further  recording  station  at  a  school  in  Whaley  Bridge  was  being 
established  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

CARAVAN  SITES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960. 

There  are  two  licenced  sites  in  the  district.  One  residential  and  the 
other  seasonal. 

The  residential  site  contains  three  caravans.  Three  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year  and  on  each  occasion  conditions  were  noted  to  be  satisfact¬ 
ory. 


The  seasonal  licence  is  for  a  caravan  park,  situated  in  a  sparsley 
populated  area  of  the  district.  It  was  extended  from  12  to  30  caravans  by 
planning  consent  and  now  occupies  a  larger  area  of  ground. 

Sanitary  provisions  including  toilets,  an  ablution  block  and  seperate 
water  supply  are  of  a  good  standard  and  well  maintained.  On  six  inspections 
there  were  no  major  contraventions  of  the  Act. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  1967. 

The  Disposal  Centre  for  bulky  items  of  refuse  established  at  land  adjoining 
the  Council's  Highways  Depot  has  been  used  regularly  by  residents  bringing 
unwanted  articles.  A  free  collection  service  has  also  operated  in  respect  of 
large  items  of  domestic  refuse  i.e.  mattresses,  old  furniture  etc.  This  service 
has  operated  when  residents  have  been  unable  to  bring  the  items  themselves. 

Abandoned  vehicles  have  been  collected  by  arrangement  with  a  Scrap  Metal 
Dealer.  Nine  such  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  way. 
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FACTORIES  ACT  I96I. 


The  Factories  Acts  divide  factories  into  two  catogories:- 

(a)  Those  with  mechanical  power. 

(b)  Those  without  mechanical  power. 

Inspections  made  under  the  terms  of  the  Factories  Acts  and  Sanitary 
Accommodation  Regulations  deal  with  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  workers 
employed.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  cleanliness,  ventilation, 
overcrowding,  temperature  and  drainage  (  Sections  1,  2,  3»  9  and  6)  and 
sanitary  conveniences  (section  7) • 

In  factories  with  mechanical  power  H.  M.  Factory  Inspector  deals  with 
all  of  these  provisions  excepting  sanitary  conveniences  which  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Factories  without  mechanical  power  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Publuc  Health  Inspector.

There  is  one  licenced  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and 
the  two  slaughtermen  who  operate  there  are  licenced  by  the  U.D.C. 

Seven  inspections  were  made  to  observe  compliance  with  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  195$  and  on  three  occasions  contravent¬ 
ions  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Owner.  These  were  abated  without 
the  need  for  formal  action.

Unsound  Food. 


Refrigerator  failures  were  responsible  for  the  condemnation  of  frozen 
foods  to  the  approximate  value  of  £50.  Temperature  control  is  particularly 
important  with  these  foods,  bacterial  growth  being  rapid  in  optimum  conditions# 
Certain  foods  are  specifically  controlled  by  Regulations.

HOUSING. 


(a)  Council  Houses. 


At  the  end  of  1969  the  Council  had  342  houses  and  bungalows  of  which.. 
212  houses  and  53  bungalows  had  been  erected  during  the  post-war  years. 

No  new  houses  were  erected  but  the  Council  were  •  vigorously  pursuing 
a  policy  of  providing  housing  for  the  elderly.  To  that  end  the  utilization 
of  suitable  land  was  still  being  actively  investigated  at  the  year  end. 

(b)  Private  Development. 

15  Houses  were  built  by  private  construction.  I65  Houses  and  Bungalows 
have  been  built  during  the  post-war  years. 

(c)  Sanitary  Defects  in  Dwellings.

(d)  Improvement  Grants. 

A  new  Housing  Act  came  into  operation  in  August,  1969  which  gave  effect 
to  the  proposals  described  in  the  Government  White  Paper  "Old  Houses  into 
New  Homes. M  This  Act  made  the  improvement  grant  system  more  flexible  and 
increased  the  amount  of  grunt. 
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(d)  Improvement  Grants  (contd). 

Part  I  of  the  Act  deals  with  the  improvement  conversion  and  repair  of 
individual  houses  and  Part  II  the  setting  up  of  General  Improvement  Areas. 

Three  types  of  grant  can  now  be  obtained.  They  are  as  follows:— 

(i)  Improvement  Grants. 

Payable  at  the  DISCRETION  of  the  Local  Authority  and  not  confined 
to  standard  amenities. 

These  grants  are  for  works  of  a  high  all  round  level  for  the 
improvement  of  properties  with  a  good  estimated  life. 

The  maximum  grant  is  now  £1,000  and  was  formerly  £400. 

(ii)  Standard  Grants. 


These  are  confined  to  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  which 
are  lacking  and  are  obtainable  as  of  right  by  the  Owner. 

The  maximum  grant  is  now  £200  and  was  formerly  £155* 

(iii)  Special  Grant. 

Specifically  for  improvements  in  houses  of  multiple  occupation  and 
payable  at  the  DISCRETION  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  maximum  grant  is  £1,200. 

The  improvement  of  14  premises  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

11  of  these  were  aided  by  approved  Standard  Grants  and  3  by  approved 
Discretionary  Grants.  The  total  amount  payable  was  as  follows :-

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  .  £  629.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES . 

Pathological  specimens  were  taken  in  two  seperate  instances  from  local 
residents  who  had  been  in  contact  with  serious  diseases  whilst  travelling 
abroad.  The  specimens  were  negative  in  both  cases  but  surveillance  was 
maintained  until  the  incubation  periods  were  passed. 

One  house  was  disinfected  following  a  case  of  infectious  disease.

There  is  one  public  convenience  in  the  Urban  district  situated  on  the 
main  through  trunk  road. 

Consideration  was  given  to  modernisation  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this 
will  take  place  in  the  coming  year. 

Vandalism  which  invariably  occurred  at  week  ends  was  once  again  an 
expensive  problem  although  less  frequent  than  in  the  preceeding  year. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  8c  DISPOSAL. 


1.  Collection. 


The  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour  using  a 
20  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  vehicle.  Further  improvements  were  made  in  the  time 
taken  to  collect  refuse  and  a  7  day  Collection  Pound  was  achieved  and  maintain- 
ed  by  the  year  end  as  compared  to  8-J  days  and  15  days  respectively  in  the 
preceeding  two  years. 

Breakdowns  were  again  a  handicap  exposing  once  more  the  difficulties  of 
a  service  dependent  on  one  vehicle.  The  main  refuse  problem  however 
continues  to  be  one  of  disposal. 

2.  Disposal. 


As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  the  Council  has  no  tip  within  it's 
boundaries  despite  exhaustive  efforts  in  the  past  to  establish  one. 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  at  Buxton  Corporation’s  controlled  tip  at 
Hogshaw.  This  facility  is  by  annual  agreement  and  the  Council  are  most 
grateful  for  the  help  and  practical  assistance  extended  by  Buxton  Corporation. 

The  long  uphill  haul  to  Buxton  is  unfortunately  not  without  it's  problems 
however  particularly  in  respect  of  vehicle  maintenance  and  running  costs. 

Regional  Co-ordination. 

The  Standing  Conference  of  Local  Authorities  in  the  North  West  requested 
that  Officers  of  Authorities  should  meet,  in  sub  regional  groups  to  discuss 
the  possibility  of  undertaking  joint  action  on  refuse  disposal. 

Accordingly  technical  officers  from  Buxton  Borough  Council,  Glossop 
Borough  Council,  New  Mills  Urban  District  Council,  Whaley  Bridge  Urban  District 
Council  and  Chape 1-en-le -Frith  Rural  District  Council  met  to  participate  in  a 
fact  finding  survey.  Following  on  from  this  the  High  Peak  Authorities  agreed 
to  a  study  being  undertaken  by  the  Local  Government  Operational  Research  Unit. 

Meetings  took  place  between  the  Authorities  and  the  Unit  and  individual  details 
have  been  supplied  to  the  Unit  on  request.  Proposals  are  awaited. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


107  Infestations  were  dealt  with  on  complaint  by  a  part-time  Rodent 
Operator. 


Persistent  infestations  in  one  area  were  successfully  dealt  with  by  a 
sewer  treatment. 


SEWEiJiGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council's  sewers  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers  of  the  N/haley 
Bridge  Joint  Sewerage  Board  who  control  the  Sewage  Disposal  'Works  which  is 
situated  within  the  district  boundaries.  The  Joint  Board  is  made  up  of 
members  from  Whaley  Bridge  U.D.C.  and  Chapel-en-le-*rith  R.D.C. 

Most  properties  within  the  district  are  connected  to  the  main  sewerage 
system,  exceptions  being  those  in  outlying  areas.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Approximately  2,000  premises  housing  5>300  persons  receive  mains  water. 
The  public  water  supply  is  controlled  by  Stockport  &  District  Water  Board. 

Complaints  of  poor  pressure  in  two  areas  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with 
by  the  Board  who  increased  the  size  of  the  main  supply  pipes.  Copplaints  of 
discoloured  water  referred  to  the  Board  were  dealt  with  by  mains  flushing. 

5  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  an<jL  in  each  case 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Private  Supplies 

Notices  were  served  on  the  Owners  of  3  properties  to  provide  a  wholesome 
supply  of  water.  These  notices  arose  following  the  unsatisfactory  results  of 
bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  taken. 

A  satis! actory  fresh  supply  was  provided  in  compliance  with  the  Notices. 

Samples  taken  from  another  private  supply  were  also  unsatisfactory.  In 
this  case  the  Owner/Occupier  connected  to  the  mains  without  the  need  for  formal 
action.
